Looking Back 

BAMBI CELEBRATES ITS 50TH ANNIVERSARY 



We do not want to let a special milestone in Disney 
history slip by: It was on August 9, 1942—50 years ago—that 
Bambi made its debut with a special premiere 
in London, England. It opened in the United States four 
days later. 

Bambi had been a major undertaking for the Disney Studio. 
It had actually been put into production as work on Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs , the first Disney feature, was 
winding down. But the story of Bambi was different from 
anything else the Studio had ever attempted. It was more 
serious, and all the characters were animals. Walt knew that 
for it to be believable, his artists would have to become 
proficient in drawing animals. In striving for realism, the 
artists heard lectures from animal experts, made field trips to 
the Los Angeles Zoo, watched specially filmed nature footage 
shot in the forests of Maine, and even studied the movements 
of two fawns that were donated to the Studio. The meticulous 
work was time-consuming; even taking care to see that the 
spots on the fawn’s backs remained constant meant fewer 
drawings could be finished in a day. The film moved 
exceedingly slowly through the production process, but Walt 
was delighted with the results he was seeing. “Fellas, this stuff 
is pure gold,” he told the animators. 

Bambi was released at a difficult time, with the U.S. deep in 
World War II, so its initial profits were low, but the story of 
the little deer coming of age has endured. Today Bambi 
is universally regarded as one of Walt Disney’s most 
charming films.

The produc¬ 
tion was done in England and 
starred Richard Todd as the 
legendary outlaw. The film is 
currently available on video. 



Why have I seen several 
colors—yellow, blue, red— 
used for Dumbo’s hat on 
merchandise?

Over the years, merchandise 
licensees often selected 
clothing colors for the 
characters based on their 
own tastes, so that is why you 
find not only Dumbo but all 
the characters in various 
styles and colors of clothing.

“official” color, and we try to 
have publishers and mer¬ 
chandise licensees use that 
color wherever possible.

roller hockey games to 
serious cross-training by a 
wide range of athletes. 

Roller blades are different 
from roller skates, says 
Janasz, because blades give 
a faster, smoother ride, and 
the boot-like skates provide 
better ankle support—and 
thus more control—than do 
other types of skates. Blades 
range in price from $30 to 
$400, depending on the 
quality and the design of 
the skates. 

For those in mid-life and 
older, Janasz says, blading is 
less likely to cause such over¬ 
use injuries as stress fractures 
and tendinitis, injuries com¬ 
mon to such sports as running 
or tennis. “In-line skating is 
a non-impact sport,” Janasz 
points out, “because your 
feet are not pounding on 
the ground.” 

Blading is also great exer¬ 
cise. Janasz says a half-hour 
of recreational skating 
—nothing too hard—burns 
280 calories and provides 
thigh and leg firming. Plus 
it’s a great family activity. 
Children absolutely love 
blading. 

Janasz suggests that parents 
be very sure to buy their chil¬ 
dren skates that fit, because 
an over-sized pair can be 
dangerous. Many stores now 
offer trade-up programs, so 
too-small blades can be 
turned in as children grow. 

A helmet and wrist guards 
are a must, Janasz says, with 
elbow and knee pads op¬ 
tional but recommended. 

Janasz also suggests that 
after buying skates, you should 
walk on carpet or grass while 
doing a “duck walk” to simu¬ 
late the striding motion of 
skating. This will help make the 
transition to concrete easier. 

If possible, Janasz rec¬ 
ommends that children and 
adults take a few lessons 


from a qualified instructor 
to ensure the basics of stop¬ 
ping, starting, and turning are 
learned correctly. Instructors 
also teach racing, hockey, 
and jumping for those who 
want to take the sport further. 
The USA offers information 
on skating safety and pro¬ 
vides a certified instructor 
program to help ensure that 
in-line teachers know how 
to teach the sport. 

Once you’re up and rolling, 
Janasz says, the options are 
wide open. He thinks high 
schools will soon be building 
1200-meter asphalt tracks for 
blading, ski resorts will offer 
no-snow slalom blading— 
poles optional—and the 
Olympics will feature free¬ 
style competition, high- 
jumping, and racing.

Their premise is that tree¬ 
planting cools the cities, 
cools the planet, and con¬ 
tributes to a neighborhoods 
sense of pride and cohesive¬ 
ness. But Johnson acknow¬ 
ledges that—for a family— 
even planting one tree can 
make a difference. 

Johnson suggests that par¬ 
ents select a tree that works 
for the particular spot where 
it will be planted. “Plant the 
right tree in the right place,” 
she says, adding that a 
younger tree in a five gallon 
container has the greatest 
chance for survival. If there’s 
a driveway nearby, Johnson 
suggests families find a tree 
with a deep root system. If 
there are power lines over¬ 
head, select a shorter-growing 
tree, she says. There are many 
options, and nursery staff 
should be able to assist in 
the selection. 

In addition to actually 
planting a tree, families can 
make a further environmental 
contribution by installing a 
drip irrigation system in their 
yard to reduce water run-off 
and promote increased root 
growth. Placing mulch 
around the yard’s trees and 
plants prevents evaporation 
and further conserves water, 
she says.

WARMING UP FOR 
EVERYONE 

Watching a group of 
children at play, you would 
never think they would need 
to warm up before exercising. 
Constantly moving—or so it 
seems—why should kids start 
slowly? 

Truth is, kids don’t need to 
warm up for as long a period 
of time as do adults. Children 
are more flexible than adults 
and they tend to suffer less 
muscle soreness from 


exercise. But, according to 
Denise Austin, who produces 
exercise videos for adults, it's 
more important for kids to 
start their exercise efforts 
slowly—with a planned 
warm-up—and then go full- 
throttle. 

“No one likes to take the 
time to warm up,” Austin 
admits. “But research shows 
it's better to start an activity at 
a slow pace and then to pick 
up speed.” Austin explains 
that muscle physiology works 
much like a warm rubber 
band. “When a muscle—or a 
rubber band—is warm, it’s 
easier to stretch. That reduces 
soreness and injuries.” 

For children involved in 
team or competitive sports, a 
good warm-up can improve 
performance. Because older 
children are especially turned 
off by the idea of warming up, 
Austin says, parents might 
explain that muscles work

better when they are 
gradually brought up to 
speed, and that children 
will benefit if they invest a 
few minutes in a thorough 
warm-up. 

For a good warm-up for 
kids, Austin suggests 
beginning with marching in 
place—to music if you like— 
raising the knees high, 
parade-style. Then follow up 
with side stretches, holding 
each stretch for a count of 10, 
followed by toe touches: 
sitting on the floor with legs 
together and reaching for or 
past the toes. Conclude the 
warm-up with the straddle 
stretch: sitting straight with 
legs apart and stretching to 
each leg and back to the 
center, again holding each 
stretch for a count of 10. 

For certain activities, such 
as walking, running, or 
cycling, the warm-up can be 
as simple as starting slowly 
and, after five or 10 minutes, 
picking up the pace. 

Just as important as the 
warm-up is the cool-down, 
Austin says. She advises 
children to try to gradually 
slow their exercise routine or 
activity until the heart rate 
returns to normal. Any 
exercise should conclude 
with two minutes of stretches, 
holding each for a 10-count, 
while breathing normally 
throughout the stretch. 

Austin adds that parents 
can’t assume that schools are 
teaching children these 
important exercise basics. 
After all, today the average 
school child only receives 
two one-half hour periods of 
physical education in an 
entire week, Austin says, and 
that time is rarely directed to 
teaching the essentials of 
exercise. Getting a good 
warm-up and cool-down are 
vital to healthy exercise.

THE 15-MINUTE DINNER 

The days of a long-simmering stew on the stove 
and a leisurely dinner hour are few and far be¬ 
tween.

Good For You 

DOES ANTIBACTERIAL 
SOAP WORK? 

How effective are the new 
liquid antibacterial soaps? 
And what does it really take 
to rid hands of the germs 
most likely to cause colds, flu, 
and other illness? 

Hands are the principal 
conveyors of germs from one 
person to another. While 
human skin can never be 
100 percent bacteria-free, 
says Charlotte Lee, R.N., an 
infection control specialist 
at Kaiser Permanente Medical 
Center in Woodland Hills, 
California, antibacterial soaps 
can significantly lower the 
microbial count on the 
hands, reducing the chances 
of contracting a disease or 
passing germs on to some¬ 
one else. 

Studies have shown that 
soaps can also be effective 
in reducing the number of 
viruses on the skin; the slip¬ 
pery character of the soap 
helps rinse them away. And 
many of the soaps contain 
an antibacterial agent that 
continues to work after rins¬ 
ing, inhibiting future growth 
of bacteria. 

The trick for manufacturers 
has been to design soaps that 
are gentle to hands while 
being harsh to germs, says 
Lee. Now there are several 
liquid soaps on the market 
that do just that. Most of them 
come in pumps which, 
according to Lee, add to 
their benefit because there is 
less risk for cross-contam¬ 
ination. “The problem with 
bar soap is that it is handled 
and then usually sits in a 
damp dish, which helps 
bacteria grow,” says Lee. 

“And most children like using 
the pumps,” she adds. 

But even with the stronger,

more germ-directed soaps, 

Lee says you have to take at 
least 10 seconds, scrubbing 
vigorously back and forth and 
then rinsing well, in order for 
hand washing to work. 

“That’s a very long time for a 
child,” she says, “but it’s a 
habit that can be taught.” 
Some children are afraid to 
turn on the warm water—and 


that’s OK—Lee says. Even 
colder water, used with anti¬ 
bacterial soap, is effective. 

“Parents are as likely as 
children to run short on hand¬ 
washing,” says Lee.

a or those who’ve dreamed these 
past two decades, against all 
* odds, of one last Beatles 
concert, Paul McCartney: Get Back , an 
elaborate concert movie of his 1989-1990 
World Tour, offers the closest thing to 
nirvana. Twenty years after Abbey Road 
and Let It Be , McCartney finally gave 
himself permission to draw upon the 
amazing songs he’d created, in 
collaboration with John Lennon, for the 
storied Fab Four. So, in addition to “Band 
on the Run,” “Come On Up,” and 
McCartney’s other solo hits, Get Back 
includes “Hey Jude,” “Sgt. Pepper’s 
Lonely Hearts Club Band,” “Can’t Buy Me 
Love,” and a smattering of other Beatles 
numbers—there is no point in calling 
them “hits,” since all but the band’s most 
throwaway album tracks are by now 
famous—that encompass his entire 
musical history. 

McCartney performs all of these in a 
voice ripened by age, in slightly lowered 
pitches and with a touch more huskiness. 
Shorn of the famed Merseybeat 
harmonies, tunes like “Good Day 
Sunshine” and even the fabled screamer 
“I Saw Her Standing There” acquire a 
more intimate tinge—which is reinforced 
by McCartney’s one-to-one approach to 
audience participation. “You were great; 
you were great; you were great,” he tells 
his adoring listeners, singling them out 
with a pointed finger at the conclusion of 
the singalong on “Hey Jude.” Director 
Richard Lester reinforces this aspect of 
McCartney’s personal style by dwelling 
frequently on members of the audience. 
What seems at first just a generic 
approach to rock concert photography 
has become, by the time the show 
climaxes with “Let It Be,” a way of 
emphasizing the importance of these 
songs—and this artist—to so many 
individual lives. 

McCartney recaptures so much of his 
past prowess so completely in part 
because, for the first time since the 
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breakup of Wings (with whom he 
recorded the majority of his solo hits), 
he’s surrounded with a strong crew of 
collaborators. These include director 
Lester, who made The Beatles’ best 
movies, A Hard Day's Night and Help! 
(scenes from which appear here); his 
wife, keyboardist Linda Eastman 
McCartney; and a band which features 
Hamish Stewart (Average White Band), 
Robbie McIntosh (the Pretenders), Paul 
“Wix” Wickens (famed U.K. session 
player), and Chris Whitten (the 
Waterboys, Dire Straits). 

In the 10 months between September 
1989 and July 1990, they pulled off the 
most exhaustive tour of McCartney’s 
career: 101 shows in 45 cities in 13 
countries, from Oslo, Norway, to Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil. Many of the most 
engrossing shots in Get Back feature the 
crowds they encountered: faces in 
hometown Liverpool; Tokyo (where 
1,400 fanatic fans clashed with airport 
police in a scene highly reminiscent of 
the old days); London (where the 
McCartney crew played a record 11 
shows at Wembley Arena), Washington 
D.C. (where the co-author of music’s 
British Invasion landed on Independence 
Day); and at the April 1990 shows at Rio 
De Janeiro’s Maracana Stadium, where, 
on the 21st, the group played to 184,368 
fans. According to the Guiness Book of 
Records , it was the biggest audience ever 
gathered to see a single star. 

By McCartney’s own account, it was 
the band that made it all possible. He 
hadn’t toured in a decade, since Wings’ 
demise. The new group came together as 
he made his various studio albums of the 
’80s, the first link in the chain being 
forged when drummer Chris Whitten 
came aboard for the Russian-only Choba 
B CCCP , the rock ’n’ roll oldies album 
that McCartney called an “official 
bootleg.” He was so satisfied with the 
music that he began to think about 
forming a band once again. McCartney

then selected Hamish Stuart, an old 
acquaintance, who recommended 
McIntosh, who suggested Wix. 

“Once I had a band, the next logical 
step was to get out on the road again,” he 
said. For McCartney, that meant going 
out for a long spell with a stripped down 
unit: “At the start of it all, I’d warn them 
that we had to be a little cautious, we 
had to work hard as a band. Even when 
the European shows had done great, I’d 
be saying, ‘We can’t let up, guys, 
America’s a whole different game.’ But 
then we cracked America together. And I 
was proud—because in the end, there 
was only just the six of us up on that 
stage. We didn’t have any troupe of 
dancers or a massive brass section. It was 
just us six. Six of the best.” 

How well they functioned can be 
heard on the later Beatles material, 
where Wix’s keyboards and synthesizers 
effortlessly add indispensable string 
parts, and on “Cornin’ Up,” where the 
tune’s relationship to James Brown funk 
is emphasized, and Paul and Hamish 
trade lead vocals as affectingly as 
McCartney once did with his old 
partners. “That was quite a challenge, 
playing everything from straight rock and 
roll piano and organ through to being a 


string quartet on ‘Eleanor Rigby’ and half 
an orchestra on ‘Live and Let Die,”’ said 
Wix. “But it was fun and it was emotional 
at times too. There were nights when the 
lump would swell up in your throat 
during ‘Hey Jude’ or ‘The Long and 
Winding Road.’ It wasn’t just the crowd 
that got affected.” 

In fact, all the band members were 
fans. McIntosh, for one, had given up 
touring because he didn’t want to travel. 
“But this was different. I’d grown up 
listening to all of those songs of Paul’s, 
playing them at home as a kid, and the 
chance to perform them—with him—on 
stage was pretty amazing.” 

The veteran Richard Lester also 
involved himself from the tour’s

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inception. He put together an 11-minute 
history of Paul’s career that was screened 
before each show. Get Back does as 
much to widen the context of these 
shows: As well as his emphasis on 
reaction shots in the crowd, and the 
spectacular helicopter shots showing the 
vast Rio stadium audience, Lester inter¬ 
sperses archival images of The Beatles 
and the ’60s, as well as more 
contemporary, issues-oriented materials, 
to break up the concert scenes. 

These elements are used judiciously: 
For the first encore, “Yesterday,” Lester’s 
camera not only never leaves the stage, 
it never leaves McCartney, and to avoid 
distracting from the music, he basically 
uses only one angle. But the non-concert 
elements can be devastating—as when 
“Let It Be” ends on a beatifically smiling 
still photo of Lennon, or the juxtaposition 
of scenes of religious devotion with war 
footage in “Live and Let Die.” Such fast¬ 
cutting, sharp-thinking perspective 
remains a Lester trademark 30 years after 
A Hard Day's Night , Help! and his 
Lennon-starrer, How I Won the War 
(whose surreal atmosphere is subtly 
replayed, McCartney-style, in “The Long 
and Winding Road”). Its biggest 
advantage here, however, is that we 
know it must also reflect some of 
McCartney’s thinking. 

Since Paul’s prime function onstage is 
to serve as party provider, the guy whose 
intention throughout his career has been 
“to give them a good night out,” Lester 
becomes his vehicle for adding a deeper 
element that ultimately resides within all 
of his songs, even his sunniest ones. 

The result is an unexpectedly quirky 
film, not just a concert extravaganza— 
though the focus never leaves the 
music—but a statement of purpose from 
one of popular music’s—and rock and 
roll’s—great showmen. As McIntosh 
commented, “It was like taking part in 
the making of history: I know The Beatles 
really made history—but I think on this 
tour we came close, too.” 

Get Back makes sure that we all can 
still learn just how close they came. It’s 
not just 20 songs. It’s 20 of the best.

ANIMATION

Ollie Johnston is 79 years old. He came 
to Disney in January 1935 to work on the 
studio’s very first animated classic, Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs —and stayed 
for the next 43 years. Today young 
animators affectionately refer to Ollie 
and the others who first created the 
Disney style of animation as the “nine 
old men,” “the masters,” and speak of 
them in reverential terms. In 1977, Ollie 
worked on The Rescuers —his last film 
for Disney. During the making of The 
Rescuers , the old guard began to train a 
new generation of animators in the 
Disney style. One of these artists was 


Glen Keane, who today is part of the 
group known as “Disney’s nine young 
men” of animation. (Keane’s creations 
include Ariel from The Little Mermaid , 
the beast from Beauty and the Beast , and 
most recently the title character of 
Aladdin .) 

“For most of the artists at Disney, we 
always had the experience of being the 
best,” says Keane. “You were the best 
artist in your family, the best in school, 
usually even the best at art school. So I 
get to Disney and I’m feeling pretty 
confident, like my work is pretty good. 
My first picture is The Rescuers, and I get 



assigned to Ollie. He had me work on the 
orphan, Penny, drawing a small scene at 
the beginning of the film. 

“I remember thinking that I had 
tackled all the challenges of drawing 
Penny, so I showed her to Ollie. Now 
Ollie was always very complimentary. 

But then he said, ‘Let me just make a few 
suggestions.’ He put my drawing down 
and he put a clean sheet over the top of 
it. Then Ollie drew the most simple, 
beautiful drawing. He flipped back to my 
drawing and mine was all contorted and 
twisted and worked over. It was just 
painful. You realized you really didn’t 
know much about drawing at all.” 

The truth is Glen Keane knew a great 
deal about drawing. The lesson “the 
masters” had to impart to the younger 
generation of animators wasn’t about 
drawing. It was about acting. Says Ollie, 

“I tell young animators, you are studying 
to be entertainers. Your primary

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objective is to become an actor with 
your pencil. That means thinking and 
analyzing and watching other people. 
How do they move, eat, argue, laugh? 
What gives them their individuality? You 
must become the character you are 
animating. That’s what makes a 
character come to life on the screen.” 

Fast forward 12 years. The studio is 
about to tackle its first sequel to an 
animated movie. Bernard and Bianca of 
The Rescuers are moving into the ’90s— 
quickly. The Rescuers Down Under is to 
be an energetic, fast-paced action 
adventure set in the Australian outback. 


Certain considerations must be taken 
into account. The film’s heroes, Bernard 
and Bianca, have matured: Bernard is 
more confident; Bianca is a modern 
woman. Transcontinental travel is no 
trouble; in fact, the distinctive shapes and 
unusual animals of the Australian bush 
are a magnet for the animators’ eyes. 

Together the team at Disney begins, 
with each animator taking a different 
scene or animal. Glen Keane is assigned 
Marahute, the film’s majestic eagle. To 
get started Keane returns to the lessons 
taught him by Ollie Johnston. 

“I had never done a bird before 
Marahute, so I knew I had to start by 
going back to what Ollie and the others 
taught me. To go in and do my 
homework and study the character from 
the inside out.” 

In this case that meant reading and 
drawing and studying films about eagles, 
how they nest, how they soar, how they 
care for their young. Then in the fall of 
1989, the studio sent Keane to visit 
Morley Nelson, a man who keeps eagles 
on a ranch in Idaho. “I took my video 
camera along so I could shoot footage of 
the eagles, but instead of taping the birds 
I found I just kept shooting footage of 
Morley. He just loved these eagles. They 
lived in his backyard; they crawled on 
his back; they ate from his hand. And I 
knew that if I could capture just a little 
bit of the love Morley had for these birds,

when it came time to animate Marahute 
and he stretches out his wings, it would 
be me flying.” 

So effective was Keane at capturing 
the majesty of an eagle in flight that one 
of the most popular scenes in Rescuers 
Down Under is of the boy Cody riding on 
the wings of Marahute. For Keane, the 
choices that he made about how to bring 
this scene to life were predicated on 
Ollie Johnston’s dictum to “crawl inside 
the character.” Take, for instance, the 
scene where we first see Cody fall. He is 
rescued by Marahute, and as Cody looks 
into the eagle’s eyes, the audience knows 
a kind of trust has been established 
between the two. 

Then, once again, Cody falls. 

Originally Keane was going to have 
Marahute simply rescue the boy again. 
But then with the words “though young 
men stumble God will lift them up on 
eagle’s wings...” running through his 
head, Keane decided the scene would 
only work if Cody showed complete 
trust. So Keane redrew the scene. 

“Now as Cody falls, he puts out his 
arms, and soaring, lands on the eagle’s 
back,” says Keane. “You can feel just 
how much the boy has grown.” Spoken 
like the true master of animation that 
Keane is, an artist who is an actor with a 
pencil, creating characters that come to 
life on-screen.
